Farley to Open Convention 





Postmaster General Farley will at- 
tend the First World Wide Convention 
of Philatelists at Tulsa, Okla., May 17 
and open the Convention officially. Far- 
ley will bring part of President Roose- 
velt’s collection for display. So far 49 
nations have indicated they will take 
part in the show, the latest to report 
being France, which will have an entry 
from its postal department as well as 
from French stamp societies. 

Ernest G. Jarvis, President of the 
KenMore Stamp Company, has prom- 
ised a large trophy to be given the col- 
lector who exhibits the best collection 
of the British Empire. If possible the 
firm will also show at the Convention 
the “talkie” film of the Coronation. 





Northwest Territories 
Withdrawn 





Both the 3c stamps issued in connec- 
tion with the celebration of the sesqui- 
centennial of the formation and settle- 
ment of the Northwest Territory were 
withdrawn from sale at the Philatelic 
Agency at the end of February. The 
3c with portraits of Cutler and Putnam 
and a map in center was issued on July 
13, 1937, at New York City and Mari- 
etta, Ohio; while the other 3c with like- 
ness of the monument unveiled by Pres- 
ident Roosevelt at Marietta last year 
was issued on July 15, 1938, at Marietta. 
The latter has not been widely circu- 
lated and apparently met with only a 
limited demand. 





Panama Canal 
Commemoratives 





The Republic of Panama will join 
with the United States and Canal Zone 
postal administrations in celebrating by 
issuing commemorative stamps on Au- 
gust 15th, the 25th anniversary of the 
opening to commerce of the Panama 
Canal. 3,800,000 stamps were ordered 
by the terms of a presidential decree, 
which will include nine stamps for ordi- 
nary mail and eight for air mail. De- 
nominations and values as reported by 
the Star and Herald of the Zone as fol- 
lows: Ordinary postage, Yc, Gatun 
Lake; 1c, Pedro Miguel Locks; 2c, alle- 
gory of the Canal; 5c, Culebra Cut; 10c, 
a “ferry boat”; 12c, aerial view of Canal; 
15c, General Gorgas; 50c, Manuel Ama- 
dor Guerrero, first president of Panama; 
and 1 balboa, Woodrow Wilson. The 
air mail series will include: ic, Dr. Beli- 
sario Porras; 2c, William Howard Taft; 
5c, Pedro J. Sosa; 10c, Lucien Bonaparte 
Wise; 15c, E. Reclus; 20c, General 
Goethals; 50c, Ferdinand de Lesseps; 
and 1 balboa, Theodore Roosevelt. 


It will be noted these bring several 
new faces on stamps, most notable, that 
of de Lesseps, builder of the Suez Can- 
al and whose attempt to build the Pan- 
ama Canal ended in failure. It will also 
be the first time U. S. Presidents Wilson, 
T. Roosevelt and Taft have been shown 
on a foreign stamp. The stamps will 
remain on sale until all are sold. The 
set will be issued at all Panama post 
offices on the first day. All stamps will 
be the same size, 28x35 millimetres. We 
are indebted to Harry D. Baker, dealer 
at Cristobal, for this information. 


Joseph Arthur Passes Away 





Central Ohio collectors will mourn the 
loss of one of the best known collectors 
in that area with the death at the age of 
66 on March 9 of Joseph Arthur, mem- 
ber of the Columbus Philatelic Club of 
which he was a charter member. Active 
until a few months ago when his health 
failed, Mr. Arthur had been elected the 
second honorary member of the club 
only a month before his death. A na- 
tive of Canada, he had lived in Colum- 
bus many years. A veteran of the Span- 
ish-American War, seeing service in 
Puerto Rico, he naturally became in- 
terested in the stamps of the United 
States as well as that island, also col- 
lecting narcotic revenues.

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Current Chinese Stamps 


Despite the war the stamps of the 
Chinese Republican government con- 
tinue in use throughout areas occupied 
by the invaders. The Shanghai post of- 
fice reports that the following stamps are 
on sale at present. The 1931-33 Type I 
set, all values (Scott 247-253); Type II, 
all values as well as the 1934 scarlet 
stamp and the Ic on 4c and 10c on 25c 
of 1937-38; The Martyrs issue of 1932- 
34 (Scott 262-273) and the 1938 pro- 
visional of 8c on 40c. The airmails of 
1932 to 1937 plus a $1 added in 1938; 
and Postage Due issue of 1932. In ad- 
dition they stock at Peiping and Shang- 
hai the stamps with overprints which 
may be used only in Sinkiang Province, 
the isolated region a thousand miles or 
so west of the present republican tem- 
porary capital of Chungking and so far 
untouched by the Japanese invasion. 
These Sinkiang stamps include all the 
Sun-Yat-Sen type overprinted as listed 
in Scott (1760 to 1780 and 1798) and 
the Martyrs set (Scott 1785-1796). The 
Chief of Accounts and Checking De- 
partment takes mail orders for these is- 
sues, selling the first type Sun Yat Sen 
type issues in sets only, with or without 
overprint of Sinkiang, the American 
Commercial Attache reports. 

Provisionals or new issues of stamps 
have not been attempted by the Japan- 
ese invaders or their puppet governments 
in China, “The Provisional Government 
of North China” and the “Reformed 
Government of Nanking.” The regular 
stamps of the republic (National Gov- 
ernment) continue to be used, though 
no explanation has been made of source 
of supplies. The 8th Route Army, op- 
erating in Shensi Province in north- 
western “hina has issued stamps for use 
in that area only.

Special Delivery Double 
Paper Fo Found 


Another variety > al te the 10c Special De- 
livery, rotary press printing, is reported 
by H. G. Kingdom of Conneaut, Ohio. 
Mr. Kingdom acquired the major portion 
of a pane of this stamp from a post of- 
fice nearby, the pane having the variety 
“double paper” horizontally on two rows 
of stamps and the row above as well as 
that below have the double paper under 
half of each stamp. This results in ten 
stamps (two horizontal rows of five) 
having double paper entirely; five 
stamps with lower half doubled; and five 
stamps with upper half doubled. This 
is the first time this stamp has been 
found in this form and represents a 
new catalog variety. The double paper 
is caused by either a break in the paper 
roll or the addition of a new roll, the 
two ends being pasted together by over- 
lapping. Apparently the ordinary top 
rows of this pane had been used for 
postage before the double paper was no- 
ticed in the middle rows.

Andorran Post Office 
Reopens 


The Postmaster at Andorra la Vieja, 
capital of the ancient state on the bor- 
ders of France and Spain is reopening 
his office now that the Spanish insurgent 
troops have routed Spanish republican 
forces near the little autonomous state 
of Andorra. Being a supporter of the 
insurgents, the postmaster had closed his 
office more than a year ago and refused 
to have any dealings with the Spanish 
republican postal officials who jointly 
with France controlled the country’s 
posts. At the time the republicans were 
forced to withdraw their control of the 
country a few weeks ago, a new issue of 
stamps for the Spanish post offices in 
Andorra was in preparation inscribed 
“Republica Espanola—Andorra,” but 
these never appeared and on retreating 
the republican administrators closed the 
offices. Since the postal needs of the 
state are small, the changes and inter- 
ruptions of the war were of little conse- 
quence within Andorra. Franco’s vic- 
torious insurgents are supplying the serv- 
ice with new stamps consisting of insur 
gent issues overprinted “Andorra.” 


Airmail Pick Up May 12 


Dr. W. S. Rosenheim of the Hunting- 
ton, W. Va., Chamber of Commerce an- 
nounced on March 9 that experimental 
air mail pick up service would start from 
the Huntington-Ironton-Chesapeake air- 
port on May 12. Huntington will be the 
westernmost point on a “loop” route 
starting and ending at Pittsburgh and to 
include a number of cities. Official Post 
Office Dept. announcement on arrange- 
ments for handling covers and number 
of cities to be included on first flight is 
awaited. At most points the outgoing 
mail sack will be suspended on a loosely 
attached rope stretched between two 
poles; the rope being picked up by a 
grappling hook dragged by the plane; 
while at the same time a sack of mail is 
dropped from a trapdoor in the plane. 


Royal Visit Issue May 15 


The special issue of stamps commemo- 
rating the visit of King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth will be issued at post 
offices throughout Canada on March 15. 
These will be large size stamps, double 
the size of the regular issue. On the 1c 
green will be depicted Princesses Eliza- 
beth and Margaret Rose; the 2c brown 
will depict the National War Memorial 
at Ottawa; and the 3c red will portray 
the King and Queen. John J. McHale 
sends this information from an official 
announcement of March 8.

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Early Use of 1857 3c Perfo- 
rated Recalled 





Discovery during the latter part of 
February by the Y. Souren Company of 
a 3c 1857 with perforation gauge of 12%4 
to 13 on a cover postmarked at Chi-| 
cago, Jan. 8, 1857, has again brought 
into the fore the long standing puzzle of 
the so-called “Chicago perforations” of 
this stamp, at first believed to have been 
of private origin. Evidence still only 
fragmentary indicates that in March, 
1856, a rouletting machine was shipped 
to Toppan, Carpenter & Co., printers of 
U. S. stamps. The machine is supposed 
to have been changed to a perforator and 
these stamps perf. 1244 to 13, of which 
17 copies are known, are from a trial use 
of it weeks, if not months, before the 
regularly perforated issue (gauge 15). 
Since the printers were the only firm 
known to have had at that time in the 
U. S. a perforating machine, the belief 
of some that the perforating was done 
privately at Chicago has been shaken, 
particularly since the newly found copy 
is further proof that no one firm used 
these mystery perforation varieties. It 
is on a private letter. An indication why 
the gauge used later in 1857 with intro- 
duction of all stamps perforated, was 
that of 15 is shown by the fact that most 
if not all of these 1214 to 13 gauge copies 
are clipped. Acantentiy the holes were 
too far apart to make the stamps readily 
separate and the users cut them apart. 
It is known that the machine brought 
over in March 1856 from its English 
builders is the one used in 1857 to pro- 
duce the perf. 15 stamps.

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Newfoundland Royal Visit 
Issue 





Newfoundland newspapers report that 
colony will issue a stamp to commemo- 
rate the visit of King George and Queen 
Elizabeth to the colony during their 
American visit this summer. According 
to the reports the stamp will be a 5c 
and depict the royal couple and the 
colony’s coat of arms. During its period 
of issue the regular 5c will be withdrawn.

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Philatelic Mail Cancellations 





A recent copy of the Postal Bulletin 
carried the following notice to postmas- 
ters and postal employees: 


Third Asst. Postmaster General, 
Washington, February 20, 1939. 
CANCELATION OF STAMPS ON PHILATELIC 
MAIL 

The Department has received many 
complaints from collectors of used post- 
age stamps with regard to the excessive 
mutilation in the process of cancelation 
which renders the stamps unfit for col- 
lection purposes. These complaints re- 
late particularly to commemorative 
stamps which are easily recognized and 
to ordinary stamps in the higher and less 
commonly used denominations. Since 
the collecting of postage stamps is one 
of the most educational and remunera- 
tive of all recreational pastimes and the 
source of much profitable postal revenue, 
it is the desire of the Department that 
officers and employees of the Postal Serv- 
iec shall cooperate with collectors to the 
fullest extent practicable, in the cancela- 
tion of stamps on philatelic mail. 

Therefore, postal employees concerned 
in the handling and cancelation of mail 
matter should be constantly on the alert 
for letters and parcels bearing com- 
memorative and other stamps of ob- 
vious philatelic value, in order that the 
stamps thereon may be given clear 
legible impressions, free from unneces- 
sary defacement. This applies primarily 
to mail matter requiring hand cancelation 
at post offices not supplied with ma- 
chines or at all post offices where the 
mail is of such nature to require hand 
stamping. 

The following directions should be 
strictly observed: 

1. All canceling equipment, including 
machine dies, steel and rubber hand 
postmarking stamps and stamp pads 
must be kept clean and in good working 
order to obviate smeary or blurred im- 
pressions. . 

2. Badly worn canceling equipment 
should be replaced. 

3. Letters or parcels bearing blocks 
of stamps should be canceled with the 
least possible number of impressions. 
The oval-shaped canceler (Item 681) for 
registered matter can often be used to 
advantage on mail bearing multiples of 
stamps, especially on parcels. 

4. Only regulation black canceling 
ink furnished by the Department for 
the purpose may be used in the cancel- 
ation of postage stamps. 

5. The circular part of steel or rubber 
hand postmarking stamps must not be 
applied directly over postage stamps; the 
defacing bars are for this purpose. 

6. Daubers or other devices that ob- 
literate the design of the postage stamp 
should never be used on philatelic mail. 

Postmasters are requested to see that 
these instructions are brought to the at- 
tention of all employees concerned for 
their future guidance.

Editor’s Notebook 


ERRORS Since the find of the Special 

Delivery part perf on the 
West Coast, collectors in the central 
section of the country will probably fig- 
ure it’s their turn now. Seriously though, 
haven’t we all over-rated the importance 
“ of issuance of the two recent errors? 
Many clubs have passed resolutions as 
a result of the release of the 6c air mail 
errors, based in great part on the suspi- 
cion created by the Farley issues of a 
few years ago. It develops that not the 
slightest bit of evidence has been dis 
covered that the airmails were released 
through connivance and the find of the 
Special Delivery sheet is apparently just 
what was reported; so why should we 
get excited? In the first place, sale of 
such errors is limited to a small fraction 
of U. S. collectors; not due to the price 
alone, but simply because the average 
collector would sooner buy something 
else with his money. If these type errors 
were placed on sale at the Agency, no 
extra clerks would be needed to handle 
the orders for them. Few collectors

would buy such varieties as albums 
would not provide spaces and with every 
one that cares to having the chance to 
buy, the stamps would increase in value 
no quicker than any other U. S. stamps. 

From the standpoint of the Post 
Office Department the issuance of such 
stamps through error is of no great im- 
portance and no attention would be 
paid by the Dept. to their release unless 
collectors raised a fuss. True, clerks are 
supposed not to sell imperfect stock, but 
to return them for destruction. But can 
clerks be blamed for selling the sheets if 
a buyer appears, rather than bother re- 
turning them for destruction and going 
through departmental red tape in doing 
so? To the non-collector (as most clerks 
are), it would seem only common sense 
to either cut the things apart or unload 
them on the first buyer willing to take 
them. Since the issuance of such errors 
involves no loss to the Department, 
officials and employees cannot be blamed 
for their attitude. After all, the primary 
function of stamps is to pay postage. On 
the 6c airmails the Dept. in fact made 
better than $100. 

The Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing we feel has been unjustly criticised 
in connection with the air mails. They 
have to turn out hundreds of millions of 
stamps as economically as possible. To 
scrutinize each sheet often enough to 
make sure that nothing in the way of 
errors escapes would not only slow up 
the process of production but add to the 
cost, with the benefits to the government 
adding up to exactly zero. As a printer 
we think the Bureau, all things consid- 
ered, does a fine job and that it is a 
compliment to its methods that so few 
imperfect stamps do get out. We are 
sincere in that for as you may recall we 
have criticised when we felt criticism 
was due in contrast to the “diplomats” 
who utter praise on any and all occa- 
sions. The Bureau has been criticised for 
centering of stamps, sticking to engraved 
processes, etc., but since the overwhelm- 
ing majority of its stamps produced are 
required and used for postal purposes, 
it’s just common sense that expenses are 
not increased so that all stamps would 
appear as perfect as those of countries 
where the majority of stamps go direct to 
albums. 

The time for collectors to raise the 
roof with anger is when the occasion 
warrants it, but if they continue to 
complain unceasingly their complaints 
will go unheeded like the old cry of 
“wolf, wolf” in the fable. Let’s not over- 
do it. —R. R.

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PHILIPPINE NOTES 
By Pasio M. ESPERIDION 





The Philippine Airmail Exhibition, 
first airmail show of the Philippines, 
came to a successful close on February 
19. As previously mentioned in this 
column, this exhibition was conducted 
under the auspices of the Philippine Air 
Mail Society, Chapter 13 of the Ameri- 
can Mail Society. The exhibition was 
opened at 4 p. m. on February 17, with 
Secretary of Public Works and Commu- 
nications Mariano J. Cuenco, officiating. 
Secretary Cuenco was accompanied by 
Director of Posts Juan Ruiz, Superin- 
tendent of Posts Jose Pilapil, and offi- 
cers and members of the Philippine Air- 
mail Exhibition. 





One hundred and eighty-two frames 
consisting of rare, valuable and interest- 
ing exhibits were displayed, with an ap- 
praised value of $200,000 (market). Ac- 
cording to the register of the exhibition, 
more than 5,000 persons visited this first 
airmail show of the Philippines. 





Walter Bruggmann of Manila and one 
of the outstanding airpost collectors of 
the world, won the Grand Award and 
copped almost all the first prizes (gold 
medals) in each section except the first 
prize for Aerophilatelic Literature which 
was awarded to your humble correspond- 
ent. Four special awards (gold medals) 
were given by the exhibition and two of 





them had been awarded to Mr. Brugg- 
mann, too. Although Mr. Bruggmann 
had submitted 108 frames, it was not the 
quantity but the quality of his exhibits 
that warranted his reaping the major 
prizes, the jury on awards declared. 





Foreign and U. S. Collectors had like- 
wise participated in this first airmail ex- 
hibition of the Philippines. The United 
States was represented with entries sub- 
mitted by Ernest A. Kehr, L. B. Gatch- 
ell and K. N. Woodward, all of New 
York; the first two having been awarded 
second prizes (silver medals) in sections 
—Rest of the World and United States 
of America, respectively. 





Winging its way on its first test flight 
to the Orient, the 74-passenger Boeing 
Clipper (twice the size of the China 
Clipper) touched Philippine soil at 2 
p. m. on March 2. In order to give city 
residents a good perspective of this 
largest commercial airplane of the world 
on its arrival in Manila, it flew very low 
at the Luneta (same site Ruth Law car- 
ried the first air mail of the Philippines) 
and around the Manila Bay, before dock- 
ing at the PAA air base in Cavite. A 
rousing welcome was given to this giant 
of the air by high government officials, 
headed by Paul McNutt, American High 
Commissioner to the Philippines. Com- 
manding this super clipper is Capt. 
William A. Cluthe, who ten years ago 
predicted that he would some day fly the 
largest airplane of the world. His dream 
was thus accomplished. 





Indicative of the desire of the Philip- 
pines to commemorate likewise this first 
test flight of the Boeing Clipper, the Bu- 
reau of Posts, Manila, will apply a pur- 
ple diamond cachet on all covers carried 
on its first return flight. The cachet in 
question will read: “OFFICIAL CACH- 
ET—FIRST FLIGHT—BOEING CLIP- . 
PER—MANILA TO S. FRANCISCO— 
VIA GUAM & HONOLULU—MARCH, 
1939” with the seal of the Philippine 
Commonwealth and a three-blade pro- 
peller. 





According to the bulletin of the Bu- 
reau of Posts, at this writing (March 6), 
the Boeing Clipper is scheduled to leave 
on March 7, at dawn—air mail and the 
application of cachets on covers for this 
first return test flight, closes on March 
6, at 8 p. m. 





These notes are being sent on this re- 
turn shakedown flight of the Boeing 
Clipper, which will undoubtedly reach 
the United States in less than five days. 
A speed which can be considered—an- 
other milestone in human achievement, 
in the conquest of the air! 

Three cheeers! For the Boeing Clip- 
per! 





Editor’s Note: The cover arrived in 
Columbus the morning of March 16, but 
since no handstamp was applied at San 
Francisco actual time across the Pacific 
isn’t indicated. The cachet was applied 
in violet.

Colombian Too Late Stamps 
Are Found To Be Fraudulent 


After nearly twenty years, collectors 
learn that the Too Late stamps listed 
under Colombian Republic for the years 
1919 and 1921 are really bogus produc- 
tions issued privately and with no sem- 
blance of official authority. This is the 
interesting information reported by John 
N. Myer in the January American Phi- 
latelist. Mr. Myer relates how after 
considerable research he found that both 
issues were listed in the catalogues as a 
result of the perpetrators submitting 
specimens to catalog publishers. These 
all were produced at Medellin, the 1919 
“Retardo” overprint being applied by a 
Remington typewriter in the possession 
of a post office employee who was also 
a stamp dealer. The 1921 issue was dis- 
tributed through two Medellin collectors. 
Mr. Myer pointed out in his article that 
a Decree in 1918, by the national gov- 
ernment discontinued at that time the 
use of Too Late fee stamps and has not 
authorized any since.

Jugoslavian Postal 
Centenary 


In 1839 the first post offices were es- 
tablished in Serbia, now an integral part 
of Jugoslavia and as these were the first 
offices established in any portion of the 
present kingdom, the Department of 
Posts, Telephones and Telegraphs issued 
on March 15 five new stamps depicting 
different methods of mail transportation 
of the past and present. These are be- 
ing sold at double their postage value, 
the surplus to go to the P. T. T. Em- 
ployee’s Home. The high value of the 
set is not being sold separately, though 
100,000 were printed of it and 150,000 
of the other four. 








® Though it existed nearly a year the 
postal service of the Priamur Provisional 
Government located in Nikolaevsk in 
Siberia, managed to get along with very 
small quantities of stamps. Of the 20 
kopec on 3 kopec Semi-Postal stamp 
only 29 were issued, while less than 100 
copies were issued of other varieties 
priced in Scott’s at less than $100.

Another Baseball Stamp 
Design 


Ballston Spa, N. Y., the village where 
Abner Doubleday was born is also re- 
questing some recognition of that city’s 
connection with the inventor of baseball. 
An editorial of February 23 in the Balls- 
ton Spa Journal suggested a view of the 
house in which Doubleday was born 
might suitably “adorn some one of the 
series.” Which, incidentally, is the first 
reference to more than one stamp, though 
the Postmaster General has promised 
only one. F. Howard Armer of the town 
submits a biography of Doubleday re- 
cently printed in the Journal, also an 
article quoting Frank Menke’s Encyclo- 
pedia of Sports to the effect that the 
game was played in a dozen, possibly a 
score of cities long before it was known 
in Cooperstown. Mr. Menke disputes 
the claim that Doubleday even played 
the game as early as 1839 at Coopers- 
town. Legend and fact have always in- 
sisted in the two New York villages that 
Doubleday invented the game and the 
first one was played in the summer of 
1839 at Cooperstown. Doubleday would 
have been 20 years old at the time. In 
1842 he graduated from West Point in a 
class including a number of graduates 
later to become famous Civil War com- 
manders. Doubleday was the officer of 
the day at Fort Sumter when the Con- 
federate forces opened fire on April 12, 
1861, and personally aimed the first re- 
turn shot of the beleaguered federals. 
During the war he attained the rank of 
Brevet Major General and following its 
conclusion wrote two books of reminis- 
cences. He died in 1893 and is buried 
at Arlington National Cemetery.

Is the N. R. A. stamp a memorial? 
This question is asked by reader William 
E. Webbe of Chicago. Strictly speaking, 
the stamp is not a memorial or com- 
memorative issue, but a propaganda 
issue. This is shown by the official 
notice of its issue, under date of August 
8, 1933, and addressed to the officers and 
employees of the postal service: “. .. 
preparing to issue a special postage 
stamp in the 3-cent denomination to 
direct attention to and arouse the sup- 
port of the Nation in the National Re- 
covery Act.” Since we lack any classifi- 
cation for any types of such special 
issues which are not actually com- 
memoratives, the stamp is generally in- 
cluded with the commemoratives and 
undoubtedly fits in that classification 
better than any other now in use. The 
National Parks and Territorial series 
also could hardly be called commemora- 
tives but custom has grouped them 
along with out-and-out commemoratives. 


The reason single stamps which appear 
to be imperforate all around, are not 
accepted as proof of existence of a newly 
discovered “error” can be shown by a 
brief survey of a number of booklet 
panes. Notice that the lower corner 
stamps frequently occur with large im- 
perforate margins on the two outer sides 
and not so frequently the perforations on 
the two inner edges also are an unusual 
distance from the design. If such a stamp 
had those perforations trimmed away, it 
would appear as an imperf copy of the 
current lc, 2c or 3c rotary; a copy other- 
wise above suspicion as the margins 
would be wide all around. Sometimes in 
cutting the printed sheets of 360 subjects 
into 60 panes of 6 stamps each, the cut- 
ting knife errs and cuts into the design 
of the next pane’s stamps. Single cor- 
ner copies adjoining such a freak cutting 
present an unusual and to those unfa- 
miliar with their origin, a puzzling ap- 
pearance.
